Phone Company Announces 


Cheaper Rates Locally 


New Schedule Will 


Facilitate Calls From 


Albany and Berkeley to Contra 
Costa County 





Closer harmony between Albany and 
southern Contra Costa County was ce- 
mented this week with word from the 
California State Railroad Commission 
that excessive telephone toll charges 
will be eliminated. 

Revoking the long-standing “long 
distance” toll charge between this city 
and southern Contra Costa cities, in- 
cluding Richmond, came as the re- 
sult of a relentless protest registered by 
leading El Cerritans. 

The good news, of vital importance 
to residents and business firms in both 
localities, was officially announced fol- 
lowing a meeting Tuesday between 
State Railroad Commission authorities 
and civic leaders of El Cerrito. The 
later delegation comprised Councilman 
Louis E. Navellier, Joseph M. Tur- 
ner, executive secretary of the El Cer- 
rito Chamber of Commerce, and Louis 
E. Davis, newspaper publisher of that 
city. 

The so-called “imaginary telephone 
line” which heretofore has stretched 
along Schmidt Lane, one block south 
of the El Cerrito City Hall and run- 
ning east and west, will be eliminated 
effective January 15, according to an 
official bulletin issued by the Pacific 
Telephone and Telegraph Company. 

Albany observers point to the new 
rate change as a direct influence of 
the new telephone exchange building 
that will be built in Albany early next 
year, intended to serve all of Albany, 
North Berkeley and Southern Contra 
Costa County. 

M. R. Sullivan, vice president and 
general manager of the P. T. and T. 
Co., in an official-statefwent, announ- 
ces: 

“This new service makes it possible 
for subscribers residing on opposite 
sides of a boundary to call each other 
without the payment of a toll charge 
for each message. 

“In Berkeley (and Albany) subscrib- 
ers with AShberry, BErkeley, and 
THornwall telephone prefixes will be 
able to call Richmond and, upon es- 
tablishment of a new proposed ex- 
change at Orinda, will be able to call 
that community at no charge for the 
specific calls. 

“‘Tn planning to place in effect this 
new service’, continues Mr. Sullivan, 
‘we do so to play our full part in ren- 
dering the most efficient and the great- 
est possible availability of service to 
our patrons, and to fulfill our obliga- 
tion to make service rearrangements 
from time to time to meet changing 
conditions’.” 

Other modifications in a general re- 
adjustment of Bay region ’phone ser- 
vice will mean a reduction in the net 
revenue of the Pacific Telephone and 
Telegraph Company of $148,350 an-~ 
nually, the railroad commission form- 
ally reported.

Residents of the area served by the 
new drain sewer on Portland Avenue 
are breathing easier this week follow- 
ing the successful test passed by the 
project during the heavy storm last 





week-end. At no time during the 
torrential rain was the sewer more than 
half-full, according to City Engineer 
Harry I Dygert. 

Flooded basements and homes such 
as occurred during each previous win- 
ter and which brought demands for 
the larger sewer, are a thing of the 
past, it is realized. Cost of the new 
system was about $12,000, of which 
the City of Berkeley paid one-third. 

To complete the project, repaving of 
part of Portland Avenue is to be un- 
dertaken as soon as possible. Rain has 
hampered the street work, it is an- 
nounced.

Thorough physical examinations for 
students of Albany High School will be 
conducted during the spring term by 
authorities of the Alameda County 
Tuberculosis and Health Association, an- 
nounced Dr. Jack L. Stein, city health 
officer, this week.

seeking a burglar that entered homes 
in the two cities Saturday night and 
departed in both cases with loot that 
included firearms, The home of A.

Complying with the request of

LEGAL NOTICE 


ORDINANCE NO. 400 
REGULATING THE KEEPING 
AND, LICENSING OF DOGS 
WITHIN THE CITY OF AL- 
BANY, AND REPEALING OR- 
DINANCE NO. 378, 


The Council of the City of Albany 
do ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. Every person owning 
or haying control of any dog in the 
City of Albany shall pay a license 
tax of One dollar and fifty cents 
($1.50) per annum as provided here- 
in on each and every dog so owned 
or controlled by him, he license 
period shall commence on the first 
day of July and terminate on the 
last day of June of each year, and 
it is further provided that any per- 
son who, under the terms of this or- 
dinance, is entitled to take out a 
license after the first day of Jan- 
uary and before the last day of June 
of each year may pay the sum of 
seventy-five cents (t50) in the place 
and stead of the sum of One dollar 
and fifty cents ($1.50) in this section

. It shall be the duty 








SECTION 
of the license collector to collect said 
license taxes and to procure, at the 
expense of the City, metallic plates 
or tags having thereon numbers cor- 
responding to numbers of license is- 
sued, and figures indicating the year 
for which said tax is payable. He 
shall furnish a plate or tag with 
number corresponding to license 
number to each person paying a 
tax, and shall enter into a book to 
be kept for that purpose, the name 
of the owner and a description of 
the dog so entered. 

SECTION 3. Every registered dog 
shall be provided by the owner or 
possessor thereof with a suitable col- 
lar or some other suitable device, 
to which shall be atached the plate 
or tag provided for in Section two 
hereof, and such collar or device 
must be worn by such registered 
dog at all times. 

SECTION 4. Whenever a dog tag 
issued for the current year by the 
license collector, has been lost, or 
taken, or stolen by parties unknown 
to the owner or person having con- 
trol of the dog for which the same 
was issued, such owner or person 
having control of such dog may, on 
the payment of fifty (50) cents and 
on making and subscribing to an 
affidavit of such loss of such tag, 
receive from the license collector a 
duplicate tag for the remaining por- 
tion of the year for which the origi- 
nal license was issued. 

SECTION 5.. Every dog. within 
the City of Albany which has not 
been duly registered and licensed ac- 
cording to the provisions of this or- 
dinance, or which has so been regis- 
tered and licensed, but is found not 
wearing a duly authorized device 
evidencing the fact that said dog 
has been registered and licensed as 
provided for in this Ordinance shall 
be picked up and impounded by the 
authorities. 

SECTION 6. In case it is satis- 
factorily- proven that a license tax 
for the then current year has been 
paid upon any dog impounded, saia 
dog shall be released upon payment 
of a fee of fifty cents (50c), and 
costs as provided for in Section 10 
hereof. 

SECTION 7. The “dog’’ 
whenever used in this Ordinance, is 
defined as being any dog, male or 
female, over the age of six months. 

SECTION 8. The provisions of 
Section 1 of this Ordinance shall not 
apply to dogs regularly kept out of 
the City of Albany, when said dogs 
have been duly licensed by the muni- 
cipality or county where they are 
regularly kept. 

SECTION 9. Any person who 
shall imitate or counterfeit the tags 
in this Ordinance provided for, or 
who shall use any imitation or 
counterfeit of such tag, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and, upon conviction thereof, shall 
|be punished by a fine not exceeding 
fifty dollars ($50.00) or by imprison-

SECTIO 10, When any animal 
is se apg bee, as herein provided the 
Poundmaster shall immediately no- 
tify the owner thereof, if known, 
and shall post two (2) notices, one 
at the City Hall, and one at the 
City Pound. Said notices shall con- 
tain a aeesri pile of said animal and 
shall state that unless reclaimed, it 
will be sold at public auction to 
the highest bidder, at a time to be 
specified in said notice, which shall 
be not less than five (5) days, nor 
more than ten (10) days from the 
posting thereof, and if said animals 
are not reclaimed before the expira- 
tion of the time specified in the no- 
tice, the Poundmaster shall proceed 
to sell the same at the time and 
place, and in the manner specified 
in said notice, for not less than 
Three dollars ($3.00). In case there 
is no bidder, said animal shall be 
killed without unnecessary cruelty, 
and disposed of in such manner as 








the Health Officer may direct. 

The owner of any dog impounded 
shall have the right to reclaim the 
same at any time prior to the sale 
thereof, upon payment to the Pound- 
master of the sum of fifty cents 
(50c) per calendar day or any frac- 
tion thereof, while said dog was 
impounded. The Poundmaster shall 
cause all animals impounded by him 
to be provided with sufficient food 
and water, and shall be handled in 
a humane manner, and shall be kept 
in a place sufficiently sanitary as the 
Health Officer shall direct. 

SECTION 11. Before the release 
of a dog impounded, not having a 
license as provided for in this Or- 
dinance the additional sum of One 
dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) shall 
be paid to the City of Albany, and 
said payment shall include cost of 
keep for first day or part thereof. 

SECTION 12. Any person who, 
after notice by registered mail and 
lapse of ten days, shall permit or 
allow any dog to be kept or to re- 
main upon any premises under his 
immediate control unless such dog 
shall be registered and licensed as 
in this Ordinance provided, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and, upon conviction thereof, shall 
be punished by a fine of not to ex- 
ceed Twenty-five Dollars ($25.00). 
The judgment imposing such fine 
may provide for imprisonment, not 
to exceed one day for each Five 
dollars ($5.00) of fine imposed, in 
the event that said fine is not paid. 

SECTION 13. No dog shall be 
registered or licensed by other than 
an adult person. 

SECTION 14. Ordinance No. 378 
of the City of Albany, regulating 
the keeping of dogs, is hereby re- 
pealed. 

SECTION 15, This ordinance shall 
come into effect immediately after 
its publication.
